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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

1. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

2. Claims 1-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

In claim 1, Iines12-13, "said bullet portion" is confusing because the whole bullet 
is retained in the barrel and not just a portion of the bullet. 

In claim 4, lines 8-9, the limitation "to propel said cartridge" is confusing because 
the cartridge, as distinct from the bullet, is never propelled through or retained in the 
barrel. 

In line 10, "said bullet portion" is confusing because the whole bullet is retained in 
the barrel and not just a portion of the bullet. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

4. Claims 1-6 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly anticipated by 
Schuetz et al. (US 5,937,563 A). 
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Regarding claims 1 and 4, Scheutz et al disclose a system and method for 
preventing the discharge of a live ammunition comprising a barrel portion (figure 1) 
having an aperture 144 formed therein aligned with a portion of a live ammunition 
cartridge and the longitudinal axis of the barrel. The pressure created by the firing of 
the live ammunition cartridge is vented through the barrel aperture so as to deprive the 
cartridge of sufficient pressure to propel the bullet form the barrel thereby retaining the 
bullet in the barrel (col. 2, lines 29-35; col. 3, line 60 - col. 4, line 17; and col. 4, line 58 
-col. 6, line 2). 

Regarding claims 2 and 5, the barrel aperture is substantially perpendicular to 
the live ammunition. 

Regarding claims 3 and 6, the portion of the ammunition cartridge opposite the 
barrel aperture is rendered the weakest part of the cartridge because it does not have 
the support of a barrel surrounding it and thus ruptures under the pressure and vents 
the gas through the cartridge wall and through the barrel aperture 144. 

Conclusion

Studler (US 2,075,837 A), Marsh (US 2,887,013 A), Von 
Frantzius (US 2,880,543 A) and Russell (US 6,668,699 B2).
